SUBJECT : Grant of Export House, Trading 
House or Star Trading House 
Status. 

F. No. 9|53|93|IPC-II—Whereas in the 
Import & Export Policy, 1990—93 the criterion 
for the grant of Export House, Trading House 
and Star Trading House as well as attendant 
benefits was prescribed in terms of net Foreign 
exchange earnings (NFE). In the Export and 
Import Policy, 1992—97 effective from 1st April, 
1992 also the criterian for recognition and atten¬ 
dant benefits continued to be on the basis of 
NFE. In the revised Export and Import Policy, 
1992—97 effective from 1st April, 1993, however, 
the criterian for recognition and also for grant 
of Special Import Licence, was changed from 
NFE to FOB value of exports. As a result of 
this change, exporters of certain products, parti¬ 
cularly in the SSI Sector like handicrafts, hand- 
loom and carpets, having negligible import inten¬ 
sity, were adversely affected and felt hurt. 
Keening in view the representations received from 
-various quarters on the above subject, the 




Government has carefully reconsidered the 
niatter for the grant of Export House, Trading 
House and Star Trading House Status. 

2. In pursuance to the above, while die 
existing provisions for the grant of Export 
House, Trading House and Star Trading House 
status as well as special import licence on the 
basis of fob value of exports continue to be 
operative, an alternative route is provided to 
the exporters based on the NFE criteria, 
Exporters can now exercise the option and once 
such an option is exercised, it shall not be 
permitted to be changed. 

3. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred under paragraph 21 of the Export and 
Import Policy 1992—97 (Revised Edition) and in 
relaxation of the existing policylprocedure, the 
Director General of Foreign Trade hereby also 
permits the following eligibility criteria for the 
purposes of grant of Export House, Trading House 
and Star Trading House status :— 

(a) In addition to the criteria as it exists 

in Chapter XH of the Export & Import 
Policy 1992—97 (Revised Edition : 
March 1993), the exporters shall also 
have an option to apply in accordance 
with the criteria laid down in para¬ 
graph 137 read with paragraph 138, 
139 and 140 of the Export & Import 
Policy 1992-—97 valid as on 

31-3-1993. 

(b) Such applications for recognition shall 

be made on or before 30th September 
of the Licensing year to the Director 
General of Foreign Trade in Appendix 
XL supported by the requisite docu¬ 
ments in Chapter Xn of the Hand¬ 
book of Procedures, 1992—97 as 

valid on 31st March 1993. 

(c) The exporter, while applying for the 
status in accordance with the instruc¬ 
tions laid down in sub-paragraph (a) 
above, shall also give an irrevo¬ 
cable option to get the special import 
licence, if eligible, as under :—

4- The Export House Trading House and 
Stir Trading House, whose status has expired 
9 » 31-3-1993 t or other eligible exporters who 
fulfil the optional criteria outlined in paragraph 
3(a) of this Public Notice, but could not file 
their applications for the grant of status, may do 
so by 8th February, 1994, If the status is grant¬ 
ed the application for grant of Special Import 
Licence, if eligible, in accordance with the 
relevant option prescribed in paragraph 3(c) 
above, shall be filed within sixty days from the 
date of the grant of status certificate. 

5. For the entitlement year starting from 1st 
April, 1994, the existing Export House, Trading 
House and Star Trading House, whose status 
continues to be valid beyond 31st March, 1994, 
shaH also be required to exercise their option for 
getting tire benefit of Special Import Licence, if 
eligible, in accordance with the criteria laid 
down ip para 3(c) above and get the relevant 
status certificate suitably endorsed from the 
office of Director General of Foreign Trade 
before 31st March, 1994.
